should not be misplaced.

eted not the adulation of the m ul­ 
titudes for himself as a wonder­ 
worker, but the humble quest of 
the salvation th at he had come to 
bring.

HY are so many women wearing short skirts? 
Why do so many other women object vio­ 
lently to short skirts?

These difficult questions have at last been 
answered by a well known psychologist, Dr. Knight Dunlap, 
professor of psychology at Johns Hopkins University, who has 
just reported new theories on clothing to the Journal of General 
Psychology. 
Dr. Dunlap ignores the usual superficial idea drat styles 
are made in Paris. Master minds working in mysterious 
sanctums of fashion may invent novelties of costume, but 
the psychologist goes deeper into the subject and shows 
how our fashions in dress become established according to 
a few simple principles of human nature, as well as giving 
reasons for advocating a return to savage dress. 
Clothes, it seems, are designed sometimes to set off 
personal attractiveness and sometimes to conceal personal 
defects. 
Modern dresses, knee length, often sleeveless, 
are fine examples of the type of style that gives a well 
formed girl a chance to show off her good points, while 
the billowing, trailing skirts of the Victorian era are the 
concealing type of style that is kind to knock-knees and 
thick ankles. 
So far as men are concerned, knee breeches and silk 
stockings once played up shapely legs for men fortunate 
enough to 
possess diem, whereas since 
Colonial days 
stovepipe trousers, representing the concealing type of garment, 
have encased masculine legs good and bad alike for more than 
a century.

insects were their closest and most numerous enemies. None of 
our modern equipment of screens and fly paper, poisons and 
sanitary devices was available for warfare against insect pests.

Hence the evolution of the grass skirt, which rustles effec­ 
tively; also the belt made of tails of animals dangling from 
the waist, strips of hide, and hanging strings.

That wo­ 
men are as modest now in knee-length skimp»* 
ness as they ever were in hoop skirts or in 1 
sidewalk sweepers, should be apparent even 
to those whose knowledge extends no farther 
titan their village boundaries.^ 
“Any degree of clothing, including nudity, 
is perfectly modest as soon as we become 
thoroughly accustomed to it Conversely, any 
change in clothing suddenly affected, may fain 
immodest if it is of such a nature as to be 
conspicuous. 
This is particularly true for 
men of limited intelligence and low education. The more high- 
ly cultured and educated individuals adjust themselves to new 
conditions with less shock. 
“Clothing itself has no modesty or immodesty. 
It is merely 
the breaking of the established convention which makes it im­ 
modest.” 
So far as modern clothes go, Dr. Dunlap believes that people 
rn civilized countries today are over-dressed rather than under­ 
dressed. 
We wear too much clotiiing and the wrong kinds 
of clothing. 
And women, who have for so many centuries 
been the wont offenden in the matter of making racks of them­ 
selves on which to hang yards of silks and velvets, are now out­ 
stripping the men both literally and in the line of progress. 
In this respect of clothes the savages have been wiser than 
civilized man, for they wore just enough cloth­ 
ing to serve as protection, and the kind of 
clothing they made for themselves was extreme­ 
ly practical. 
Reasoning along,this line, this 
psychologist has come to a conclusion as to 
vhy primitive people first put on clothing. 
' 
This question of the origin of clothes has 
puzzled anthropologists considerably. Three 
solutions have been advanced, and each one 
has its advocates. 
One suggestion is that 
men and women began wearing clothes be­ 
cause they wanted protection from the cold. 
The second is that clothing was invented to 
make a man or woman more attractive to the

FRICAN tribes today grease themselves and their skin 
cloaks to protect themselves from pests. They even move out 
of their huts after a time and build new ones to escape the 
increasing swarms of creatures that insist on living with diem. 
But all this is not enough, and so they fall back on typical fly 
chasing garments as their best defensive armor. 
a There are other minor factors that figure in die origin of cer­ 
tain kinds of clothing, the psychologist adds. Thoms and other 
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jungle annoyances led to the use of sandals, 
leggings, and arm protectors. But the whole 
clothes list of primitive men and women is 
practical in its origin, and its chief use was 
as a protection, not from odd as has been 
previously declared, but from small and tan- 
talivMig irritations. 
Even ornaments, which must be accounted 
for in a separate and distinct manner, were 
highly practical when first worn, according to 
this theory. 
Ornaments were first worn as 
badges to show the wearer's status in society, 
so that as the savage walked about. Ids neigh­ 
bors could look at him and know just how 
important he was. 
This same use of badges to indicate social 
standing is still widespread among savages. 
Until the days of machine-made clothing, many points about 
an individual's costume were badges of social status. 
In very 
recent centuries, high caste women wore skirts so heavy and 
clumsy that they had to be supported by attendants when they 
appeared in a court ball room. They wore their hah dressed in 
such extravagance that any one would know that much time and 
money had been expended on tile coiffure. 
But now, the shop 
girl and the stenographer can wear tile same, or apparently the 
same, fabrics in the same colors and made by the same patterns 
as the daughter of the oil king.

SACRAMENTO. Calif., Jan. 28 — 
Although there isn't anything to 
prove It but statistics, it looks aa 
though women are getting crazier 
than men In California. 
Startling as this may sound, It la 
borne out in a recent survey of 
commitments to Insane hospitals 
over a period of the last four 
years, made by Earl E. Jensen, 
director of the state department of 
Institutions. 
From 1924 to 1927, the number of 
men sent to the Insane hospitals 
In this state decreased from 26SS 
to 2461, or a loss of 95. 
During the corresponding period 
the number of women committed 
Increased from 1366 to 1506, or a 
gain of 140. In other words, during 
the four-year period the gain in 
female patients In the insane hos­ 
pitals was much greater than that 
of men. 
The record of Norwalk hospital 
shows the rn >st marked increase in 
women patl cts. In 1924 there were 
439 men admitted to 243 women— 
a ratio cf about 4 to 2. 
In 1927 
at the same Institution the men 
and women patients were about 
evenly divided, or 383 men to 361 
women. The proportion is still ap­ 
proaching an even division between 
the two. 
Total admissions to state Insane 
Institutions since 1924 were as fol­ 
lows: 1924—2556 men, 1366 women; 
1925—2582 men. 1454 women;; 1926 
—2605 men, 1534 women; 
1927— 
2461 men, 1506 women.

This tree was also known as 
Green Tree Inn, so popular was its 
shade as a gathering place. 
F arther down th* line Is listed 
the De Soto Oak, in Tampa, Fla. 
From this spot De Soto set forth 
oh his voyage of discovery, which 
resulted in the finding of the Mis­ 
sissippi river. 
There are many others listed in 
this blue book of trees, some not 
so notable, but still deserving of 
tho place assigned them. 
Inclusive a* th* movement la, 
there are still many noteworthy 
members of the tree family that 
deserve honorable mention, some 
of them In our very midst. 
Take, for instance, the famous 
orange 
tree 
of 
Riverside, 
the 
mother of aU its kind within the 
citrus belt 
The citisens of Riverside have 
made of it a little shrine, su r­ 
rounding it by an iron fence, and 
erecting a monument descriptive 
of its age and history. 
Its life Is 
being prolonged by a circle of 
shoots planted around It, .th* tope 
of which 
are grafted 
Into 
the 
trunk of the old tree, thus supply­ 
ing it with sap and new Ute. 
Then there Is the pioneer pepper 
tree, planted long ago by a brown 
friar, within the mission walls of 
Ban Juan Capistrano. 
From It 
have descended all of th* many 
beautiful pepper trees th at grae* 
the highways and byways of our 
sunny Southland. The original tree 
still stands, waving Its beautiful 
frond-like branches In an Invita­ 
tion to the birds and the traveler 
seeking shade. 
Our neighboring city. W hittler, 
has a tree with unusual claims to 
distinction. 
It Is an avocado that 
is considered so valuable It Is sur­ 
rounded by a high board tone*, 
and further protected from dam 
ag* by wind or A ra by an Incur 
anc* of $10,000. 
In our very midst, located la our 
own Birch park, are two aristo 
erat* of th* tree family. They are 
twin Deodars, a species of cedar, 
known in their E ast India home 
as "Timber of the Goda" 
Nearing 
SO years of ag*, these magnificent 
trees 
tower 
high 
above 
their 
neighbora perfectly pyramidlcal in 
form, as though designed by na­ 
ture for th* purpose they so ad 
rn lr ably serve—an ideal Christmas 
tree. 
The taller of the two tree* has 
served in this capacity for many 
seasons, and is a fam iliar and in 
spiring sight with its many twink 
ling lights during the holiday sea 
son. 
It Is our tree—our very own, 
representing the community spirit 
and serving aa a family tie, uniting 
the home folk and the stranger 
within our gates, each recurring 
Christmas season.

but better prices brought the pear 
growers more money. 
The production 
of 
clingstone 
peaches was about the same as 
last 
year. 
Freestone 
peaches 
showed a decrease in production. 
Owing to m arket 
conditions 
a 
considerable tonnage of clingstone 
peaches was not harvested. 
E sti­ 
mates run from 20 to 25 per cent 
of th* clingstone peach crop un­ 
harvested. 
Last year’s prune crop was the 
largest on record. This year’s crop 
will be fully 26 per cent larger 
than In 1928. 
Owing to the large 
crop and poor m arket conditions, 
a small tonnage of 
small 
sized 
prunes w as not harvested. 
There w as a slight Increase in 
the production of apricots and a 
decrease In 
the

Prices were fairly good, 
however.

A new hospital, we believe, would be a humane and enlight­ 
ened answer to a very vexing problem.
